The photograph shows a pair oí the houses 


which the Dublin Commercial Public Utility 
Society is now erecting at Kincora road, Clon- 
tarf, a great new thoroughfare which extends 
from Castle avenue to Vernon avenue, and 
runs parallel with the main sea road. 
Forty-two houses are being erected in semi- 
detached pairs, each pair having a frontage 
of approximately 70 feet and a depth of from 
144 to 220 feet. The construction is of brick, 
faced with rustic brick and Snowcrete. 


_ Designed on the most modern labour-saving 
lines, each house is fitted with electric light, 
gas, and provision is made for making full 
use of electricity in other directions. The 


| 
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plumbing arrangements are carried out in 
copper, and hot and cold water systems are 
of the most efficient type. | 


The houses are of two types. Type A in- 
cludes on ground floor a hall, drawingroom, 
diningroom, tiled veranda, kitchen and larder. 
On the first floor are four bedrooms, bath- 
room with separate w.c., and a sun balcony. 


Each house has a garage built separately 
from the dwelling, other out-offices, including 
a coal house and tool shed. 

Type B houses are planned to give practi- 
cally the same accommodation, but the 
dimensions of the rooms are slightly varied, 
and there is no balcony or verandah. 
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The 42 houses will be sold separately to 
approved purchasers at a price of £1,145 for 
type A, and £1,135 for type B. Lease is 
for 150 years, and ground rent £12 and £10 
per annum, The Government subsidy of £60 
will be allowed in full to purchasers, and the 
houses are also entitled to partial remission 
of rates over a period of 20 years.

i building on the shores of the Lower Lake, 


Killarney—is at present undergoing extensive 
structural repairs, in order to avoid the 
danger of possible collapse. For some time 
past the drv stone arches in the interior have 
heen exercising a disruptive action on the 
outer walls. giving rise. to serious cracks: 
and the masses of ivy which clothe the tower 
have increased the tendency to disintegrate 
on account of the bursting action of the 
roots in the masonry. 

Since the castle is of considerable historical 
interest. having long been the stronghold 
of the O’Donoughue of the Glens, and is a 
favourite resort of visitors, the present 
owner, the Earl of Kenmare, decided to have 
the building strengthened, and made safe, 
and a contract was let for the necessary 
work under the direction of Mr. E. M. 
Murvhv. M.LC.E.L, Consulting Engineer, of 
Dublin. Liquid cement was injected under 
pressure inte the crumbling masonry, until 
proper consolidation was obtained and heavy 
steel tie rods were inserted in order to take 
up the thrust of the arches. A flat concrete 
roof is being constructed at the level of 
the battlements, 
joving the magnificent views of the Lakes and 
mountains obtainable therefrom. Ivy has been 
removed from the upper portions of the build- 
ing, to expose to view some dressed stone 
windows and other masonry work which was 
previously hidden. 

An interesting discovery was made in the 
innermost chamber of the Castle whilst the 
works were in progress, A mural painting, 
executed in colours. was found, of a figure 
ineeling, with hands raised as in prayer. The 
details are somewhat indistinct, but as the 
habit anpears to he of the Cromwellian 
neriod. it is*thought that the painting dates 
from the canture of the Castle by General 
Ludlow, in 1652. 

The renair work. which was carried out 
bv the Concrete Proofing Co., Ltd., Con- 
tractors, of London, is now nearly completed, 
and the building will shortly be reopened to 


visitors.

I was passing through a street in one of 
the poorer quarters of the city one night 
last week, when I noticed a large’ and 
luxurious car stop in front of a fish and 
chip shop.

A Forgotten Sensation. 
The news that Mr. Bill Hill, the veteran 


river man of Niagara Falls, has just de- 
cided to retire after completing his third 
journey through the rapids in a barrel, 
reminds me of the extent to which the 
sen--tional feats at that spot have gone 
out of fashion. Up to half a century, cr 
Jess, ago Niagara Falls used to attract 
almost world-wide attentio.. by reason of 
the occasional dare-devil attempts in con- 
nection with them, but opportunities for 
risky exploits find other venues to-day. 
Some of these almost forgotten exhibitions 
were :— 

18509. Blondin crossed the gorge below 
the Falls, walking on a tight-rope, carry- 
ing a man on his back and pushing a 
wheel-barrow.

Wicklow Seal. 


While I strolled along the Wicklow 


coast south of Greystones recently (writes | 


@ correspondent) my attention was 
attracted by what I thought to be a dog 
swimming some thirty yards from the 
shore. Suddenly the ‘!dog’’ vanished 
with a splash, and disappeared, to emerge 
some moments later, further out to sea. |] 
then learnt that it was what is commonly 
called a dog seal, and that these beasts 
are very common along this section of the 
coast, and, in fact, have proved quite a 
menace to the local fishermen. On ex- 
pressing some surprise that they should 
frequent a stretch of coast which is com- 
paratively free from rocks, I was told 
that not only do they frequent these 
waters, but that they are often to be seen 
“ basking ” on the shore. I had alwavs 
thought thet seals only basked on the 
rocks, but apparently I was wrong; for 
not very long ago a linesman succeeded 
in cutting off one of the young seals from 
its retreat to the sea. Its coat was silver 
grey in colour, almost white in some 
places, but, fortunately for it, was not 
such as to tempt the linesman to further 
captures. 


Floating Power Stations. 


There has been so much talk of elec- 
tricity recently in Ireland that it is a 
change to look abroad and see what inno- 
vations are being introduced in this line. 

The latest that has come to my notice 
is the construction of a floating power 
station by an Italian firm. This vessel, 
which has just been completed, will ply 
between Sicily and the mainland of Italy 
and will be used as a train ferry. It will 
be electrically propelled, and the reasons 
for the choice of electric propulsion are 
very interesting. The vessel operates in un 
earthquake zone, and, therefore, her elec- 
tric generating plant can be used at any 
time to suppiy light and power to any 
town overwhelmed by disaster. 

‘The Italians have taken the lesson of 
Messina to heart. This idea, therefore, of 
fombining the train ferry with a power 
station has been evolved, and that it&é 
very practical is shown by the fact that, 
miter a disaster to a Pacific coast town. 
one of the United States turho-electric 
battleships was hurried to the scene, and 
supplied light and power for a long time. 

I heard recently, moreover, of a cargo 
Bhip especialiy converted in the United 
States to be a floating power station. This 
vessel will move around and sell licht 
wherever there is a shortage, but the 
Italian experiment is the first that has 


been heard of in Europe.

Insult to Injury. 


We are all accustomed to the specimens 
of Cockney wit which the London ’bus 
drivers seem to produce for the benefit of 
the humorous weeklies, but I seldom he:

Recently, however, I 
was one of a-delighted audience to a tram 
driver’§ adjuration.

Fire and Rain. 


People still exist, I believe, who blame 
broadcasting for the rain, and I am told 
that even the Shannon scheme is not above 
suspicion. About a century ago fire was 
the culprit. Early in the eighteen 
hundreds a scientific American, one James 
P. Espy, announced a theory which stated 
that extensive fires on the surface of the 
earth were apt to produce rainy weather. 
The evaporation of water, he pleaded, 
cools the earth, and causes an upward 
current of air. Then follows condensation 
and more upward current—and so on until 
clouds form and rain spreads over a great 
surface of the country. Hail, he said, 
was caused by the upwards currents carry- 
ing the rain up into a region of congela- 
tion before letting it fall. 

He believed, too, that in a season of 
drought, if there was a high dew-point, 
it would be possible to produce rain by 
merely lighting an immense fire. The 
water. obtained would. be invaluable and 
would amply repay the initial expenditure. 

The wise Espy, moreover, observed that 
the burning of forests and prairies in 
America was often followed by rain, and 
he thought that frequent showers in 
London and ot’ er large cities originated 
from the collection of small fires. Certainly 
in Scotland, where it was the custom to 
burn large tracts of heather, that the 
herbage might grow in its place, acommon 
belief was that the “ moor-burn,’’ as it 
was called, generally brought rain. 


Ghe Use of the Instrument.

DUBLIN UNION AND 
MINISTRY LETTER.

available. 

The Chairman remarked that that was no 
answer to their question. They knew that 
the relief grant was spent, but they wanted 
to know what authority they would have for 
carrying out a plan of task work, 

It was decided to draw the attention of the 
Minister to the request which had been con- 
tained in the letter, and ask for a definite 
answer. 

In regard to the proposed installation of

Castlebridge, on July 10th. The addition: ! 
cuarge of having attempted to murder Fran 2:s 
Reck, a brother of the deceased woman, 5n 
the same date, was also entered agaiyst the 
accused man, who was brought from ‘Water- 
ford Prison in the morning. 

The case for the State was condacted by 
Mr. T. J. Kelly, State Solicitor; and Mr. 
M. Kavanagh, solicitor (Messrs. M. J. 
O'Connor ol Co.), defended. 

The proceedings, which lasted several 
hours, were listened to by a larg» gathering 
of the general public. 

BROTHER’S EVIDENCE, 

Francis Reck, brother of 1] e murdered 
woman, stated that he had a fa containing 
upwards of forty acres. He \eas unmarried, 
and his sister (deceased) livegl with him at 
Crory. For several years the accused man 
worked with him as a casual labourer. He 
lived at Crorv, about ha@® a mile from 
witness’s house. Prior to July 10th the 
prisoner was in his erAployment as a 
farm labourer- for about five weeks, 
and his weges were Ps. a week, with 
his board. He was paid his wages up to 
Suturday, July 4. On uly 10 the accused 
man came to work at about a quarier past 
old time He usually arrived about 
eight o'clock. He came Sn a cart with a man 
named John Culleton. Witness asked the 
accused man to come im and lead a grubber, 
for which Culleton hod come. The prisoner 
assisted in loading th grubber. and Culileton 
went away. Witness then told the accused 
man to go in for hfs breakfast. His sister, 
who was in the hguse at the time, was in 
the habit of having the breakfast ready for 
him. Witness wer@ with Culleten to the lane 
which leads from is house to the public road. 
He crossed into ay field where he tied down a 
few cocks of hay, and then returned to his 
vard, having beem away about twenty minutes. 
There was no one in the yard when he re- 
turned, and hig sister was milking a cow in 
a house about #wenty yards from the dwelling- 
house. - Witn@ss called to the accused man 
to hurry on af he was going to weigh pigs at 
Crossabeg. e had not previously mentioned 
io the defendant that he intended to weigh 
the pigs. Witness turned out the pigs and 
drove thera out on the lane. The accused 
man overtgoe him half way between his house 
and the rpiblic rozd. When he overtook him 
neither @f them spoke. The accused man 
walked on the right side of witness, and thev 
continued in the direction of the public road. 
When thev had gone about two hundred yards 
from the gate on the road, witness. in order to 
get theaccused man to speak asked him to cuess 
the weight of the pigs, ‘and said that he 

witmess) would make another guess, so that 
they would see who was the nearer to the 
correct weight, 

ATTACKED. 

The prisoner, who. did net speak, stooyzed, 
and the next thing that happened was he 
witness) got a violent blow on the right side 
of the face with some heavy instrument. He 
was knocked down, and when he was on the 
ground the accused man kicked him in the 
mouth and struck him on the left side of the 
head with a heavy instrument. His teeth 
were knocked-ont by the kick. When witness 
succeeded in getting to his feet the prisoner 
approached him again, and witness tried to 
keep him back with his plant, with which he 
struck him on the arms. The accused man 
took ap any stones he could find and flung 
them at witness. During this time witness 
was trving to escape back to his house. In 
the second attack the prisoner tried to tite 
him. Both of thafm fell, and witness put his 
finger under the chin of the accused man in 
order to prevent him biting him. The struggle 

tinued for about twenty minutes. 

The accused man ran for loose stones. and 
witness tripped him up and put his foot on 
his throat. He subsequently § continued 
towards hig house, and the defendant followed 
him. Why witness succeeded in getting 
on top of a fence the accused man caught a 
paling post to raise himself up, and he (wit- 
ness) struck him with an ashplant on the 
side of the head with full force. The 
accused man went hack. 

Witness got to his house. and asked his 
sister to go down to William Shiggins’s 
house and get ‘Shiggins to go for the Civic 
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Guards. He saw his sister setting out by 
the lane tor Shiggins's house, and sue was 
shen in her usuat good heaith. Shigains s 
house was a quarter of a mile from his 
place. When his sister did not return. wit- 
ness went across the fielis to Shiggins’s 
house, where he was told her fate. ' 

Alter her body had been taken back to the 
house, he went up to her bedroom, which had 
the appearance of having been recently ran- 
sacked. Some days beture July 10. witness 
had a conversation with the accused man 
about money. 

Cross-examived by Mr. Kavanagh, witness 
stated that he knew the accused man for 
twenty-five years, and had always found him 
a harmless tel!ow and a good worker. 


PATHOLOGIST’S EVIDENCE. 


Dr. John McGrath, Fitzwilliam square, 
Dublin, State pathologist, that on 
Juiy 11th he received from Detective Sergeant 
James Harmon two parcels containing one 
pair of trousers, one vest or waistcoat, ons 
coat, one shirt, one cap, one pair of boots, 
one pair of socks, one bandage, and some 


Continuing, Dr. McGrath gave evidence of 
bloudsiains having been found on the 
different articles. 

Dr. 8. A. Furlong deposed that Dr. 8. V. 
O'Connor, and he made a post-mortem 
examination oun the body of the deceased 
woman. He then described the injuries. 

Death was due to shock and hemorrhage. 

William Higgins, Crory, deposed that on 
the morning of July 10th Miss Reck came 
to his house, und as a result of what she told 
hun, he went to Castlebridge Barracks for 
the Guards. Miss Keck, who was a bit 
excited, leit his place to return home. Wit- 
ness went to the Guards’ barracks, whence 
Sergeant Keating and he cycled towards 
Crory. Witness and the Sergeant met the 
accused man, who was wiking in the direc- 
tion of Castlebridge. Sergeant Keating 
asked the accused man where he was going 
to, and he replied: ‘‘I am going to Castle- 
bridge to give myself up at the barrack, I 
have done the job.” 


' COVERED WITH BLOOD. 


Sergeant Keating then said to 
“Surely you did not kill her?” 

The accused man replied: ‘‘ She’s as dead 
as a stone in Crory lane.” The prisoner 
appeared excited, and his face, hands and 
clothes and boots were covered with blood. 
Sergeant Keating took him into custody. 

Sergeant Keating then gave evidence. 

Jr reply to Mr Kavanagh, witness stated 
that at the time the accused man made the 
ttatements he was not arrested or cautioned. 
V-itmess wrote down the statements soon 
alter they were made. 

Asked by the Justice if he still had the 
sii.tements in writing, witness replied in the 
affirmative. 

Superintendent Walsh said that he arrested 
the accused man yesterday at George's street 
I‘arrack, Wexford, on the charge of attempt- 
ing to murder Frank Reck. The prisoner 
said, “ | never did the like.” 

Returning the accused man for trial to the 
Central Criminal Court on both charges, 
the Justice, addressing Mr. Reck, said that 
his sister received terrible injuries, and he 
Was sure everyone sympathised with him. 

During the proceedings the Justice sent for 
the County Surveyor and informed him that 
the solicitors and Press had made complaints 
about the difficulty in hearing the witnesses 
owing to the noise and the floor of the Court 
not being covered. He intended to report the 
matter to the Free State Minister for Justice. 

The County Surveyor stated that he was 
not personally responsible for the condition 
of the floors in the Court. 

Mr. Kavanagh endorsed the Justice's pro- 
test. He could not understand how the Press 
discharged their duties.

T a meeting of the Cork South Board 
A of Public Assistance to-day a letter was 
from the Minister for Local 
Health intimating 
that the Board should cal] for the resignation 

of Dr. Larter, visiting opthalmic surgeon. 

The leiter stated that it appeared that Dr. 
Barier had refused to attend children sent 
to hospitai under the Schools’ Medical 
Services scheme. [i was urgently necessary, 
in the interests of health services, that the 
scheme should be brought into operation at 
once, and owing to Dr. Barter s refusal to 
co-operate Mis resignation should be de- 
manded. 

Mr. P. Monahan, moving that Dr. Barter 
should be called on to resign, explained the 
position of affairs. The majority uf the 
children to be admiited under the scheme 
were of very poor parents, who weuld 
normally be entitled to free treatment. The 
doctor had not been asked to treat them free. 
The Board would pay a guinea per case, and 
half of this fee would go to the operating 
surgeon. This scale was general, and had not 
been challenged, except im Cork. The dcectors 
concerned in Cork had formed an As. >cia- 
tion called the Munster Opthalmoloyical 
and Laryngological Society, and the Society 
had written to the bvard refusing to treat 
schoo] children at the hospital until a 
mutually satisfactory agreement had been 
arrived at. Dr. Barter had definitely refused 
to do the work. : 


THREEFOLD OBJECTION. 

The doctors’ objection, continued Mr. 
Monahan, was threefold. In the first place 
they objected to part-time surgeons, and 
demanded the appointment of a full-time man. 
this was unreasonable, as it was evident that 
one surgeon could not deal with the entire 
work of Cork County. The second objection 


received 


was that fees were inadequate, and the third 
that parents whose means were above a 
certain figure should pay a fee to the doctors 
concerned. This was not unreasonable, and 
a scale of means had been given them, which 
they rejected. 

A proposition was then put forward by the 
doctors, which, Mr. Monahan thought the 
Board would agree, was a shocking proposal— 
a week's pay and a special fee to the operat- 
ing surgeon. They suggested that parents 
whose means exceeded Ws. or 35s. a week 
should pay a special fee to the operating 
surgeon. This was so impossible that it 
justified the Board in assuming that the 
doctors were trying to block the whole 
scheme. Not only had the doctors been un- 
reasonable in laying down impossible con- 
ditions, but they had acted, since the negotia- 
tions had been opened. with an appalling 
want of consideration for poor children of 
the country. They did allege that cases sent 
for treatment under ordinary poor law forms 
would be accepted; but this statement was un- 
true, because cases sent by the West Cork 
Board for treatment had been returned, In 


view of the doctors’ utterly unreasonable 
attitude, the Board were compelled to resist it 
by every means in their power, and were 
justified in calling on Dr, Barter to resign. 
His absolute refusal to treat patients could 
not be tolerated for a moment. 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

As he was doing so Hand rushed out 
of the church, and without a word struck him 
a blow. ‘‘ The whole family then fell on 
me,” said Carroll, ‘‘and nearly slaughtered 
me. I 
Joseph Hand said that he was at Mass 
when he heard Carrell shout outside that he 
was taking the bicycle. He went outside and 
prevented him taking the bicycle. A crowd 
followed, and he and Carroll struggled for the 
bicycle outside the church.

Discussion on. the project for an 
‘aquatic playground ” at Dollymount 
advanced a further stage last night, when 
the Metropolitan Marine Lake Conference 
listened to a report of its Standing Com- 
mittee.

Prize Day. 


About this time of the year distin- 
guished men find themselves much in re- 
quest upon the platiorms of schools which 
are holding their annual prize-giving, and 
it is a pleasant tradition that in their 
speeches they shall proffer a certain 
measure of consolation to “those whose 
names do not appear on the prize list. 
The unsuccessful are -assured that it is 
not always those who win prizes at school 
who are successful in after life, while the 
example of certain great men who were 
not remarkable for academic distinction is 
dangled temptingly before their eyes. 
Many of us, however, with recollections 
of our own schooldays, will admit that it 
is possible for this aspect of the matter 
to be stressed. too much. We may remem- 
ber occasions on which the chairman, by 
dwelling with what the prize-winners felt 
to be a quite unnecessary relish upon the 
details of his own allegedly chequered 
career as‘a schoolboy, would give the im- 
pression that he was invariably at the 
bottom of his class, and regarded gener- 
ally as a sad scamp. — Although greeted 
with deprecating smiles from the plat- 
form, and hearty applause from the 
athletes in the back benches, these revela- 
tions had by no means a bracing effect 
upon the prize-winners, who perceived 
with hideous clarity that by arrival at 
the top of their class they had seriously 
jeopardised their chances in after life. 
There is a difference between commiserat- 
ing with the dunces and: making the 
workers feel that their prowess is’ a kind 
of abnormality, and clever boys and their 
parents will read with satisfaction the re- 
marks of the Archbishop of Armagh at 
the prize-giving at Armagh Royal School. 
Not only did the Primate touch upon the 
curious. form. of modesty which leads 
eminent men to boast about their short- 
comings at school, but he was not 
ashamed to stand before his audience as 
one who had won prizes as a school: 
boy : No doubt, this 
timely defence of the industrious boy 
will lead to.a new technique for speeches 
on these occasions, and wé shall live to 
hear the praise of the successful mingled 
discreetly with denunciations of those 
whose industry has not . been so con- 
spicuous.

Srrx,—Can nothing, be done to help the fruit 
industry in the Irish Free State! I am a 
fruit-grower, and at present have large 
quantities of very fine black currants for sale. 
In our nearest town this fruit is now being 
sold at 21d. per lb. This sum would not re- 
pay cost of production and picking; but, 
while foreign pulp is being brought into the 
Irish Free State at about Lid. per lb., some 
jam manufacturers will use it in preference 
to Irish fruit. This also hits the working 
man; if we cannot sell our fruit, we cannot 
pay for having it picked. 

So long as the pulp is allowed into the 
Irish Free State tax free, the Irish fruit- 
jrowers and their employés may look else- 
where for their living. —Yours, etc.,

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BULLET STOPPED BY 
POCKET BOOK.

From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 


| HE metal ,clasp of a pocket book, 

coupled with his own sangfroid and 
quietness, saved the life of Sir J. E. B. 
Hotson, Acting-Governor of Bombay, this 
morning, when two shots were fired at 
him at close range by a young student 
whilst he was paying a visit, with Lady 
Hotson, to Ferguson College. 

It was the tirst shot which penetrated 
his coat just above the heart. That was 
miraculously stopped by the stud. of a 
wallet. The second shot went wide. 

Before a third shot could be fired Sir 
John, who was unhurt, himself over- 
powered the young man and handed him 
over to the authorities, who on searching 
him found a second fully-loaded revolver 
in, his possession. The assailant’s name 
is given as Vasudeo Balwani Gogate. 

Lady Hotson, who was in the building 
at the time, was alarmed by the sound of 
the shots, but was quickly assured ‘of the 
‘Governor's safety. 

Sir John made light of the incident, 
and resumed his tour of inspection as 
though nothing had happened. Three 
hours after the outrage Sir John went to 
the Council House and was given three 
ringing cheers by the Legislative Counci’ 
in response to the call of the Leader ot 
the. House, Sir Ghulam Husain 
Hidayatallah. He remained: in the 
Governor's Gallery listening to a debate 
on the Irrigation Bill. 


FIRED AT HIS HEART. 


The murderous assault occurred just 
after His Excellency had entered the read- 
ing room on an upper floor, where 200 
students were assembled. In an atmosphere 
of. ceremonial silence the Principal was 
telling. the Governor something of the 
history of the room when suddenly, right 
in front of Sir John, and not more than 
ten feet away, a young man sprang up, 
deliberately pointed a revolver at his 
heart, and fired two shots in rapid suc- 
cession. The suddenness of the flash and 
report, and the acrid smell of burnt 
powder, caused momentary consternation. 
Sir John himself was the first to act, 
end just as the assailant was about to fire 
a third shot he leapt on him and over- 
powered him. 

“ Whatever made you do a thing like 
that?” he said. The student looked dazed 
and made no reply. 

Captain Peto, the Governor's aide-de- 
camp, went to his assistance. When the 
first shot was fired he drew his sword, but 
was unable to use it as the Governor was 
between him and the assailant. As soon 
as the youth was secured Sir John smiled 
calmly at the Principal and asked him to 
tell the other students, who had jumped 
to their feet to see what had happened, to 
sit down. He then completed his inspec- 
tion of the reading room, which was the 
last room to be visited. 


PRINCIPAL'S STATEMENT. 


A few minutes later, accompanied: by 
Lady Hotson, he left the College grounds. 
The Principal subsequently issued a state- 
ment very strongly deploring the incident. 

The. first bullet was found to have pene- 
trated a wad of currency notes and to have 
come to a dead stop up against the metal 
button of: the wallet. 

Sir. John Hotson, who is 54, is Home 
Member of the Bombay Government: and is 
Acting-Governor of Bombay in the absence 
on leave of Major-General Sir Frederick 
Sykes. He was educated at Edinburgh 
Academy and Magdalen College, Oxford. 
He entered the Indian Civil Service in 
1900. During the Great War he was 
Colonel Commandant Mekran Levy Corps.

APPELLANT’S CASE. 

Sir Percival Clarke said that the appel- 
lant’s.case was that the facts established sn 
offence against the Lotteries Act, 1823, and 
the Vagrancy Act, 1824; but Mr. Watson 
contended. that, being of good character, he 
was not liable to be convicted or punished. 
Mr. Mead (the magistrate) was of the 
opinion that in order to justify a conviction 
it must be proved that the status of the 
accused, at the time of committing the 
offence, was that of a rogue and vagabond. 
Such a status having heen disproved by 
evidence, he held that although Mr. Watson 
cominitted the act imputed to him, he was 
not liable to be convicted, and he dismissed 
the sununons. 

Sir Percival said that Mr. Mead wrongly 
assuméd that im a prosecution under the 
Vagrancy Act it must. be proved ‘that the 
accused was of bad character. The position 
was that if: a man sold tickets in an un- 
authorised. Iettery, the law said that he 
should “be deemed to be a rogue and 
vagabond.’’. 


RESPONDENT’S CONTENTION. 


Vr. Hector Hughes, for the respondent, sub- 


| mitted that the case was rightly dismissed, 


and that Mr. Watson could not be convicted, 
One of the questions at issue was whether, 
on the facts, he was a rogue and vagabond. 

Mr. Justice —Acten—I do not think that 
anvone suggests that he is. 

Sir Percival Clarke—It is found in the 
case that he is a man of good character. 

Mr. Hughes submitted that if was not 
proved that Mr. Watson acted as other than 
the agent for the real owner and seller. of 
the tickets. 


GROUNDS OF DECISION. 


ing the appeal, said that Mr. Mead found 
that Mr. Watson had committed the act 
imputed to him. It was not for the prosecu- 
tion to prove that the accused's mode of 
life was that of a rogue and vagabond, but 
only to prove the commission of the offence 
alleged.

HE Bishop of Birmingham (Dr. Barnes) 

in a letter to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in reply to the Primate’s 
letter of Puesday’s, date, says :— “I thank 
letter of Tuesday’s date says:—‘‘ I thank 
Your Grace for an open letter to myself 
as Bishop of Birningham, which was 
published in the Press this morning, and 
to which I ‘now venture to reply with 
similar publicity.” 

“ Grave though the situation created. by 
Your Grace’s action is as regards discip- 
line in the Church, its gravity does not 
compare with the statement as to doctrine 
with which Your Grace’s letter ends. — 

“1 do not exaggerate when I say that 
that statement seems to me the “most 
seriously disquieting of any made by an 
Archbishop of Canterbury. since the Refor- 
mation.) 7 

‘It is true that Your Grace does not 
commit yourself to belief in a Spiritual 
Presence. in .the consecrated elements of 
Holy Communion, but you state that such 
a belief is held by ‘multitudes’ or ovr 
fellow-churchmen. You elain that it is 
consistent w.th the formularies of the 
Church and you ask whether it is charit- 
able or just to brand ‘it as a superstition. 


A CRUCIAL ISSUE. 


‘Your Grace, the assertion that a priest 
by the act of consecration can cause Christ 
to come to dwell within the bread and wine 
of Holy Communion is the so-called 
‘ Miracle of the Mass.’- It was a crucial 
issue at the Reformation and is the source 
of most of our present irregularities of 
public worship. 


“TH was formulated by the Roman 


, Church as transubstantiation, which, by 


Article XXVIII. of our own Church's 
doctrine, ‘ is repugnant to the plain words 
of Scripture, overthroweth the nature of a 
sacrament and hath given rise to many 
superstitions.’ 

“ Men were not burned at the Reforma- 
tion because they doubted whether the 
philosophy of transubstantiation was 
adequate, but because, under the influence 
of the enlighténment of the Renaissance, 
they. denied the alleged fact which the 
philosophy attempted to expalin. 

‘* Your Grace must forgive me if, in view 
of the immense yravity of the issue which 
you have raised, I write very plainly. The 
belief that a Christian priest can, by con- 
secration, cause the presence of Christ. to 
dwell within the consecrated elements is 
exactly analagous to the belief held by a 
Hindu that his priest can, by consecration, 
eause the god to dwell within its image. 

“ The cultured Hindu protests that he 
does not worship the image, but the ‘god 
within. If the fact be granted, the wor: 
ship can be justified. Similarly, in 
Birmingham, the poor woman who wrote 
to me that I had banished Jesus from her 
church because I had forbidden reserva- 
tion there, was justified if there be truth 
in the belief, which Your Grace will not 
term a: superstition. 


MODERN SCIENCE. 
& But, Your Grace, the belief that a 


Spiritual Presence can be made to inhere 


in a piece of bread by consecration is 
false. It is a cardinal principle of modern 
science—and the term includes religious 
psychology—that assertions must be justi- 
fied by experience. i 

‘‘ The spiritual presence alleged to exist 
in consecrated bread no one can detect, 
however delicate his spiritual perception 
may be, and to say that something exists 
though no one can detect its existence 
receives curt incredulity to-day from think- 
ing men and women. 

“ The true Anglican doctrine of Holy 
Communion is surely that the bread and 
wine are, to speak metaphorically, vehicles 
or channels for spiritual grace. Through 
their use Christ comes to the devout 
worshipper. 

“The doctrinal implications of Your 
Grace's statement are immeasurably 
serious. I submit that Your Grace cannot 
find adequate authority for the doctrine 
which you desire me to tolerate, either in 
our Articles, or in any explanatory state- 
ment of an Archbishop of Canterbury since 
the Reformation. 

“I beg Your Grace to withdraw the 
dangerous implications of your statement. 
The Church of England must again repu- 
diate the belief which that statement seems 
to countenance, or the people of England 
will not heed us when we proclaim the 
Gospel, for they will deem us disloyal to 
truth.’’

Nearly 3,000 exhibits, and documents stand- 
ing three feet hich, in a courtroom packed

Reid and Goddard is based on the findings 
of the Royal Commission which inquired into 
allegations made in the Queensiand Legislature 
concerning certain mining shares, said to 
have been owned by paiva, Mx of the former 
Labour Government.* Mr. Theodore de¢lared 
the Commissioners’ findings to be ‘‘the most 
dastardiy possible,” and resigned. his post as 
Federal Treasurer. Subsequently, however, 
he rejoined the Federal Cabinet in his former 
position, thereby causing the resignation of 
two other members, Messrs. Lyons and 
Fenton,

A denial of any combination, conspiracy, 
or agreement, as. :lieged against ‘them, is 
being made by the defendants, who are repre.

Sir William Jowitt—And having built 
up a reserve in excess of 1911, if you had 
gone on at the rate you had been going on 
in the last few years, you were rapidly 
getting through it?’—We had got through 
the unpublished reserves.

On the second reading of the Electricity 
(Supply) (Amendment) Bill, 

Mr. MeGILLIGAN, Minister fer Industry 
and Commerce, explained that the bill asked 
that a certain sum of money be handed over 
so as to be left at the disposal of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board. The sum asked for was 
two million pounds, and he had laid stress 
on the fact that the money must be handed 
over on certain conditions, and might be ad- 
vanced as the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce from tame to time i as being 
reasonably and properly required by the 
Board. The bill imposed an obligation on the 
Board to pay two thousand pounds for a 
certain purpose, 


There were two other facts that must be | 


borne in mind. One was that certain 
resignations were tendered to the Executive 
Council and were accepted by the Executive 
Council, and the other, the constitution of 
the Board in so far as that constitution had 
relation to part-tame members.

ACCOUNTS NEXT EASTER. 

The Minister went on to deal with the 
provisions of the Acts of 1927 and 1929, and 
related the history of affairs leading up to the 
present situation as already revealed by him 
in the Dail.

THE E.S.B. 


AGREEMENT APPROVED 
BY THE MEN.

The proposed agreement arrived at between 
the Electricity Supply Board and the repre- 
sentatives of the Electrical Trades Union 
with regard to wages and conditions of em- 
ployment was approved at a largely attended 
meeting of the men, held at the offices, 4 
Parnell square, Dublin, last night, Mr. J. 
Shallow présiding. All that now remains fo 
be dene to make the agreement absolute 1s 
to have it ratified by a meeting of the Joint 
Committee of the Electrical Trades Union 
and the Irish Engineering Union. 

There seems to be little doubt that the 
agreement will be finally ratified, and then 
it will be finally signed by the umon repre- 
sentatives and the members of the Electricity 
Sa ‘Board. ee 

e agreement provides that all electricians 
in Dublin afd Greater Dublin will be paid 
at the rate of 1s. 10d. per hour, and that 
the working week will be forty-four hours. 
Electricians, however, who were taken over 
ty the Board and who had been m the em- 
ployment of: the Corporation will continue at 


the rates of wages then in operation—namely, |. 


2s. per hour for a working week of forty- 
four honrs. 

Overtime will be paid at the rate of time 
and a quarter for all time after 5.15 p.m., 
and country allowances will be paid at the 
rate of 4s. 6d. per day for seven days of the 
week. Walking time to jobs will be allowed 
according to trade union scales. The number 
of working hours per week on country jobs 
will, however, be forty-seven. 

The agreement further sets out that all 
electricians employed by the Board must be 
members of an affiliated electrical trade 
union having headquarters in Ireland. 

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 

Electricians seeking admission to the union 
must have served an apprenticeship of five 
years, and must have passed a theoritical and 
practical examination. The agreement pro- 
vides that all men at present employed by the
